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The Senate did not ait to-day, having yesterday
adjourned over until Monday next.

The SPEAKER pro Urn. (Mr. Winthbop) announcedthe first business before the House to be
the bill appropriating $ 100,000 for the benefit ol
the captors of the frigate Philadelphia.
Mr. THOMAS said that the event at Tripoli

occurred forty-six years ago, and yet not until now
the appropriation was asked. Why was it not paid
long ago? From all the information in his possession,it was to be a mere act of liberality, an act ol
generosity, on the part of the House. He rose for
the purpose of'eliciting reasons why the bill should
be passed.
Mr. STANTON, of Tennessee, did not believe

that those for whose benefit the bill was reportedhave a strictly legal claim to the amount. It was
well known to the gentleman, and the whole
House, that the American ship Philadelphia was

taken by the Tripolitans, and moored under their
castles, sous to be under the fire of a great many
guns. Decatur conceived the bold idea of bring-
fug' out the Philadelphia by stratagem. Manning
a utile vessel, he went in, and, by the boldest and
most gallant feat during any war, took possession
of the Philadelphia, and would have been able to
bring her out and make her a prize, but for the fact
that the commanding officer gave orders to burn
the ship. Although it is perlectly clear from the
history of the transaction tiiat he would have been
able to bring out the vessel, he was controlled by
the peremptory orders of the commander, (CommodorePreble,) and was obliged to burn her.
Now, it is proposed to give to the representatives of
the gallant men engaged in the expedition the sura
of one hundred thousand dollars.a< portion, and
only a portion of the sum to which they would have
been entitled if the vessel had been brought out.
It was intended as a reward for gallantry.as a
stimulus to our sailors and soldiers to perform similaracts of gallantry on occasions of similar character.A bill was passed heretofore by the Senate,
and he was not certain that one had not passed the
House. At the last session, however, one would
have passed without opposition had it been reached
in time. The report of the Committee on Naval
Affairs gave a full history of the heroic tsansaction.
Mr. GREEN said his recollection of the facts out

of which the bill had grown induced him to believe
that it ought not to pass. He differed from the
gentleman from Tennessee Decatur was then a

lieutenant, and did not conceive the idea of capturingthe vessel; but his commanding officer gave
orders to his lieutenant, his subaltern, to laice a

portion of the ship's crew and burn the Philadelphia.He was not the commanding officer.
Mr. STANTON, of Tennessee. He was a volunteer.and himself conceived the plan of bringing out

the ship.
Mr. GREEN. And burnt it himself?
Mr. STANTON: He was ordered by the commanderto burn it, instead of bringing it out. The

idea originated with Decatur.
Mr. CtREEN said that the idea of--capturing the

vessel might have originated with Decatur, but the
vessel was burned in pursuance of the orders of the
superior officer; and the question was raised, if the
order had not been given, or if given had been disobeyedund the vessel captured, then the captors
would have been entitled to prize-money. This is
the whole ground on which tnc claim is predicated.If the vessel was not a true prize, and could not be
procured as such, surely the men are not entitled
to any remuneration whatever. The naval force
was placed under the command of a superior officer.When an officer gives command wc should
not hold out inducements to deviate from it.

and the efficiency of the naval service requires that
the commander tic sustained. If this bill pass it
will be an implied censure on the commanding- officer,who caused the Philadelphia to be burned insteadof making an effort to secure her as a prize.We look to that event with a great deal of pride,
but ought not so to shape our legislation as to pass
an implied censure on the officer who gave the orders.Decatur acted nobly, and the inen the same.
We have paid them according to the rules of the
navy. They who advocate the bill seek by artifice
in argument to place it on such a ground as to securelis passage.
Mr. STANTON, of Tennessee, said that he had

resorted to no artifice. He had plainly stated the
true ground.
Mr. GREEN thought that the gentleman ought

to have been satisfied with the qualification of the
term artifice."in argument." It wus often indulgedin, to make the worse appear the better
question. The appropriation was not to pensionDecatur; he is gone. Vou cannot benefit him, and
add to his laurels. You cannot give a bounty to
the men, fur no prize was made. All the debt has
been discharged to tbein. Congress are asked to
pay their heirs and representatives one hundred
thousand dollars, because Decatur did his duty as
an officer of the navy, under the command of his
superior officer in the Mediterranean sea. The
gentleman (Mr. Htawtom) admitted that there is
no just claim. .There is no justice, so far as the
laws of the Iand are concerned. Half of the claim
will go to the agents wb<» prosecute it, and the
other half to the representatives of those gallant
men. If taxes are to be collected from the people,and given to those who merely carry out orders,
then the whole duty of the Government is reversed.
Mr. STANTON said, that as to agents, he had

not seen or heard of one who has the slightest interestin this claim. The only person who had addressedhim on the subject is s lady, whom he had
never seen. She wrote to him, and asked him to
attend to Hie matter.
Me. GREEN spoke in a general sense. But the

true principle is this: are we to indulge in brstowmenlaof bounties? Are we so exuberant in benevolenceas to neglect action on a thousand meritoriousrases, snd refuse to do iustirr to those en.

titled to relief? We liould first take up legal
claims, pay our debts, relieve ourselves from the
obligations of morals and law, and then, if we
chouse, indulge in benevolence, and deal out bountiesin a constitutional way. We should he justbefore we arc generous.

Mr. 8ACKKTT said that the conduct of Umee
who destroyed the Philadelphia was nothing more,
in fact, than what they volunteered to do. Tbev
undertook to perform or execute an order iaaued
by a commanding officer ; they did so.gallantly,
it is true. It was nothing, however, but their duty.The officers and seamen of the expedition never
presented such a claim. It is their descendants,
two generations removed from the actors, who
claim this bounty. The bill was based on an erroneousprinciple, and he would not vote for it.

Mr. MtMCLLEN said the bill was so extraordinaryin its character that he desired to record his
vote against it. If it should be passed, the experienceof every member should tell him that similar
claims will be continually presented, lie asked
thst the yeas and nays be taken on the bill.
Mr. THOMAS moved that the bill be laid on the

table, but withdrew the motion at the request uf
Mr. McLAJIE, of Maryland, who asked that the

clerk might he allowed to read the original order
given by Commodore Preble to Lieutenant Dec atur.(Itwasread.) Mr. McL. said that he advocated
the passage of this bill, but not as a gift and as a

gratuity to the beneficiaries. The order of CommodorePreble to Lieutenant Decatur was to rapturethe frigate Philadelphia, which, at that time,

Mr. HOLMES made the following report, which
he in part read to the House from the Clerk' desk,
and Mr. VINTON read the concluding portion of
it, namely:
The select committee appointed, in pursuance of

a resolution of the Houae, to investigate thecliurges
made by the Hon. Peeston King, a member of the
House, against the Hon. Howell Cobb, the Speaker
of the House, have proceeded to execute the order
of the Houae, and now beg leave to report: That
they have takeu the testimony of all such witnessesas either of the above-named gentlemen desiredto be examined. They have also examined
both of those gentlemen touching the subjectimatter of the investigation; all of which testimonyis submitted with this report. The charge made
by Mr. Kino is iu these words: "1 charge that the
Journal of the House has been mutilated, by erasing
a motion that 1 did make, and substituting, by in'terliuealion, one that I did not make, on trie Jour'ual of the 13th instant. My motion was, to elose
debate oil the California bill; these words are

changed, and 'message' substituted."
The testimony shows that the motion of Mr.

Kino wns submitted verbally, und that there was a

great indistinctness on the minds of all its to the
precise words used by him. Without waiting for
the motion to be stated by the Chair, he moved to
luy it on the table. Some conversation arising, the
Speaker requested him to reduce his motion to
writing. By a rule of the House, every motion
must be reduced to writing before the question is
put upo.i it, if the Speaker or any member require
it. 1 he object of tins rule is to avoid mistake and
misapprehension ; and if the rule, in this instance,
had been observed, all mistake and misapprehensionwould have been avoided. Instead, nowever,
of reducing the motion to writing, and causing it
to be rcaif aloud by the clerk, before the question
was stated by the Speaker, Mr. Kino did what is
done almost daily. lie requested the clerk to write
out his motion in the usual form. This was silently
acquiesced in by the House. And, without waiting
lor the motion to be reduced to writing, or reaif,
the question was put upon laying Uie motion on
the table, which was carried in the affirmative.
After the motion had been disposed of by a vote of
the House, an assistant clerk reduced it to writing
in the form set forth in the testimony. This he
did in the form which he thought would accomplishMr. Kino's object. He did not show it to Mr.
King, nor did Mr. Kino ask to see it. Here it is
proper to state tliat Mr. Kino understood his motionto apply exclusively to the bill offered .in
Committee of the Whole on the slate of the Union,
by the Hon. Mr. Doty, for the admission of Californiaas a State, which bill had been offered by
him whilst the subject of the President's message
transmitting to the House the constitution of Californiawas under consideration in Committee of the
Whole on the state of the Union. In other words,
Mr. Kino understood his motion to be, a motion to
stop debate in committee on Mr. Doty's bill; the
Speaker, however, understood it to be a motion to
stop debate on the California message, which would
have the effect to close debate on tne bill also, and
bring the committee to a vote on it, as the first
pending question or proposition incident to the
message.
There was no communication on the subject betweenthe Speaker and Mr. King alter the motion

was reduced to writing, and neither was aware
that it was understood differently by the other. As
Mr. King understood the motion, it was not in order,and could not have been entertained by the
Chair; and the committee have no doubt that if the
motion had been reduced to writing and read
aloud, according to the rule, before the question
was slated by the Chair, the Speaker would have
declared it out of order. As the resolution was understoodby the Speaker, it was in order, and was

properly entertained by him. Ky an express rule
of the House, it is inade the duty of the Speaker to
examine aud correct the Journal before it is read to
the House. It is then read to the House for correctionby the House itself.
Immediately after the motion had been laid on

the table, the Speaker directed the clerk who usuallymakes up tnc Journal toenter it in accordance
with his understanding, as above explained. The
Journal of that day was, however, made up by anotherclerk, who had not heard the directions given
by the Speaker, and who made the entry in the
form in which it appeared before the erasures. The
entry thus made was that evening examined by the
journalizing clerk, to whom the direction had been
given, as aforesaid, by the Speaker; who, perceivingthat it did not conform to the directions which
he liad received from the Speaker, caused the alterationsto be made, bo as to make it conform to
those directions, which alterations now appear on
the face of the Journal, and constitute the subject
of this investigation. On the following morning,
as is usual before the meeting of the House, the
Journal was examined by the Speaker for correction,and these alterations, thus made as above described,were by him approved. The Journal, thus
corrected, was publicly read to the House, and no
objection was made to the entry.In the opinion of the committee, this was not a
mutilation of the Journal, but a proper correction
of it, under the authority of the Speaker, in dischargeof a duty imposed upon him by the rules of
the House. In approving this correction he did his
duty, and no more than his duty. Your committee,therefore, unanimously propose the followingresolution

Retolctd, That the foregoing report be adopted
by the House, and be entered on tne Journal, and
tbat the committee be discharged from the further
consideration of the subject.

The House of Representatives, after debate,laid on the table a bill granting indemnityto the captors of the frigate Philadelphia;after which a report was made

by the committee appointed to investigatethe charges made against the Speaker,
who was exonerated from all blame in the
matter referred to, and the report was

sanctioned by a unanimous vote of the
House. And then the House adjourned
till Monday.

Connecticut.

The annual election of the State of Connecticuttakes place on Monday next.
The Legislature to be chosen will elect a

Senator to fill the vacancy occurring on

the 4th of March next, by the expiration
of Mr. Baldwin's term, and the interestcreated by this circumstance has impartedan unusual degree of activity to the
canvass, and a large vote will probably
be polled. There is a handsome Whig
majority in the State, and nothing but a

coalition of the Abolitionists with the Locofocos,similar to that which took place
last year, can throw the power into the
hands of the opponents of the Administration.In a fair contest between
the two parties, a full vote will always
secure a Whig victory. But the other
side have the advantage in Connecticut,
as in the other northern States, in
their greater perfection and efficiency of
organization and discipline. Every movementlooking to the formation of a third
party, on any gruiaiu, worts injury to me

Whigs. Whether on the pretence of a

moral reform, or with a view to slavery
agitation, the Locofocos manage to avail
themselves of every excitement that can

be brought into the elections. Members
of that party who engage in these movementscan be made to vote in obedience
to their original political attachments,
when the time comes; while the Whigs,
more independent and intractable, defy
party restraints, and cling to their new associations.It is in view of these facts
that we have some apprehensions about
the result in Connecticut. There the
Democrats have selected as their candidatefor Governor Col. Seymour, who
served with distinction in the war with
Mexico, and who is a very popular and
estimable man. We deem his election
not at all improbable, but incline to the
opinion that the Legislature will be of the
right complexion.
One of the disreputable artifices of the

Opposition press, constantly practised by
the Union, is to copy articles from papers
professing to be neutral, but with decided
tendencies towards Locofocoism, and ascribethem to a friendly source. An instanceoccurs in that paper yesterday. It
copies an extract of a letter in the Neva
York Sun, and declares that paper to have
been an original advocate of the election
of General Taylor, and now a supporter
of his Administration. Neither branch of
this statement is true. The Sun claims to
be neutral, and disclaims all party sympathiesand associations, but its editors are

Democrats, and its Washington correspondentis a bitter enemy of the Administration,constantly assailing it in the Sun
and other journals in the strongest terms
of hostility and denunciation. Every day
the Union contains exhibitions of a malignantspirit, prompting to the grossest injusticetowards General Tatlor, that we

permit to pass without notice, believing its
habit of slander and detraction to be in curable.But instances especially flagrant
and outrageous, such as the one under consideration,we shall continue to expose and
rebuke.

Much has been said for and against this

people; and the unprejudiced and well-balancedmind is at times at a loss to determine
v hether they have been traduced or not.
Upon the maxim, however, that communities,as well as an individual, are

to be presumed innocent until proven
guilty, we have hitherto refrained from
condemning the Mormon people, and shall
continue to do so, except upon strong
proof of their criminality. One circumstancewhich weighs in their favor is,
'iiat the charges made against them,
when not proceeding from parties directlyinterested in decrying them, have generallybeen anonymous. We with more

confidence, therefore, take hold of any responsibleand disinterested evidence which
we find for or against them; and of such a

character we judge Mr. Kane's lecture to
be. The Philadelphia Inquirer gives the
following synopsis of Mr. K.'s discourse:
" The lecturer, in journsy westward, arrived

From Mexico.
By the arrival of the United States steamer Water-witchat Pensacola, we have advices from

Vera Crus to '27th February.
Mr. Thomas P. Levy has obtained from the MexicanCongress an act giving him the exclusive

privilege of running a line of steamers from New
Orleans to Vera Crus, Alvarado and San Juan, on
this side, and from the port of Huatalco, on the
Pacific. A road of easy grade can be cheaply constructed,by which communication between the
Atlantic ana Pacific will be greatly facilitated.
Mr. Levy will arrive in New York in April next,

for the purpose of contracting for the construction
of four steam vessels, under his new contract, and
thus establish a new line between here and Ban
Francisco. The new line will reduce the time betweenhere and San Francisco about twelve days.Mr. Levy states that when the arrangements are

completed, passengers can pass from New York to
ttae Pacific In eight days.
The Monitor, speaking in regard to the reported

return to Mexico of Santa Anna, says that he will
not come back. It says that he is about to settle in
Vencxuela. He has become disgusted with Jamaica;and as be docs not well understand English, he
cannot find much pleasure among the inhabitants,
and baa decided to make Venesuela his future
home, where the language and customs are familiarto him.
Some time since, after the close of the war, the

Mexican government employed a few bands of daringAmericans to hunt and destroy the Indians on
the frontiers, who caused great suffering am >ngthe people. The pusillanimous character of the
Mexicans was so well known to the Indians, that
Mexican soldiers were of no use whatever in preventingtheir depredations ; so the government
employed Americana, giving a reward for every
red-skin killed. The Mexican papers complainbitterly of recent outrages committed in the mineraldistrict of Jesus Maria, Bute of Chihuahua, by
a band of these American adventurers under the
command of John Glanton. Tbey entered the
town and took possession of it, committed horrible
outrages on the inhabitants, and robbed them of all
they possessed. Finally, they were driven from
the town, and a force of Mexican soldiers sent for,
for future protection. The papers think that it is
enough to have the Indians murdering- and oil-
Ittging their villages gratis, without paying a parcelof unmitigated Yankee# to do the same.

There are as many errors in the above paragraphsas there are propositions..
Firtt. Mr. King is entirely in errorin supposing

that the missions of Upper California (of which, 1
suppose, his report is intended to treat) were

founded by the Jesuits. That order never had an

establishment in Upper California. The missions
there were exclusively under the charge of the
Franciscans.

Second. He is entirely mistaken in supposing that
"it is not known" whether the missionaries "ever
* did, or do now hold any title from the Spanish
' crown to the lands which they occupied." It is
known whether they did or not, and the whole
subject understood.
TUgd. He is entirely wrong in saying, "nor has
any Investigation been made to ascertain how far

' those titles, if they ever existed, have been invali<dated by the acts o^the priests, or the decrees of
' the Mexican government." An investigation has
been made which will meet every point that he
suggests, though the points themselves are certainlynot very logically stated.

Fourth. The "supposition" which he founds on

the "celebrated wisdom and cunning" of the Jesuitsis erroneous, because, as above shown, the
Jesuits had nothing to do with the matter. The
Jesuit order was abolished throughout New Spain,
anterior to the date of any settlements in Upper
California.

F\fth. It is a mistake that though " there have (
been some intimations" of ecclesiastical titles,
" nothing it dietinctly known." A great deal is
" distinctly known ;" indeed I believe I may nay
every thing is " distinctly known" that can have
a bearing upon the question.

Sixth. It is an imputation most seriously and injuriouslyerroneous, the statement that "most of the
' land fit for cultivation south of latitude 39° aud
' west of the valley of the Sacramento and San Joa'quin is claimed under what purport to be grants
' from the Mexican government." This is doubly
erroueoas; erroneous, and deeply injurious and
unjust, in the intimation that the grants are not
what they " purport" to be.and erroneous in the
supposition that they purport to be " from the
Mexican government." I can say, from the best
possible opportunity of knowing the facts, that the
bulk of the land grants in California are no otherIwine than they purport to be, and that very few
are irom tne mexican government. I ney are

from tbc local government, in pursuance of law
given by tbe Mexican government. I think, also,
when the country shall be surveyed, there will be
found a great deal of " land fit for cultivation"
till vacant "eouthof 39° and west of the Sacramentoand Joaquin."
Seventh. I think Mr. King muit be in error in

the statement, mat "on moet of theac grants the
mineralt and metal» are reeervedto the Government."
The grants are generally on the same model, and
I think it cannot be accurate to say that "moet of
them" contain any reservation that is not common

to all; and I am quite sure that auch would be the
case as to a reservation of the kind Mr. King speaks
of, if there were any such thing.

Eighth. Mr. King makes a great mistake in supposingthat "the Mexican law required all grants
' made by the provisional government, with few cx'ceptions, to be confirmed by the supreme govern'mcnt." If Mr. King means, as I suppose he does
by the term "provieional government," the establishedterritorial (afterwards departmental) governmentof California, be is entirely in error i n
supposing all its grants, "with few exceptions,"
required confirmation by the central government.
The authority of the local government was to make
grants in absolute ownership, except in a few specifiedcases, where the supreme government reserved
the right of confirming. Mr. King's examination
of the whole subject must have been very slight, or
his information very erroneous.

I desire to say this much, at present, Messrs. Editors,because I think it would be unfortunate for tbe
impressions calculated to be made by Mr. King's
views to be generally received even for a short time.
1 am prevented from going more into detail, and
explaining exactly what the facts are, because the
Report, which it is my duty to make on this subject
to the Government, is not yet presented, or quite
completed; and I do not think it would be proper
to anticipate any portion of it by a publication.
Afterward, however, I shall feel at liberty, and, ^with your leave, will take occasion to examine the ,
whole of that branch of Mr. King'a paper.
